REPORT ON B. Y. P. U. 


The report on B. Y. P. U. was read by Brother Horace Headrick 
and discussed by Horace Headrick, Goode Montgomery, W. H. Thomp- 
son and L. G. Gates and then adopted. 

This report will set forth briefly some facts and figures, 
ideas and ideals regarding the B. Y. P. U., the training deportment 
of the church. Much has been said and much more will be said on 
the subject, for no department of our denominational work has made 
such rapid advances or promises so great a future as does the B. Y. 
P. U. work. Ten years ago there were only 5,490 B. Y. P. U’s with 
a total enrollment of 22,4/0 members operating in the Southren Bap- 
tist Convention. Today we are able to report a total of 17,739 B. Y. 
P. U’s with a membership of 552,502—more than a half million young 
soldiers preparing for service in the Christian army. In addition to 
th regular outlined program carried out week by week in the year 
1924, there were 94,500 awards given within the Southern Baptist 
Convention, which indicates that this many people gave definite study 
to Denomination church membership and B. Y. P, U. subjects. Ten 
years ago the course was simple and scarcely and seriously studied 
any book on these subjects. 

The present plan of organization of the B. Y. P. U. makes it a 
definite training service of the church, giving practically every mem- 
ber of the church a part in its program. The modern idea and ideal 
for a B. Y. P. U. finds expression in the general 'B. Y. P. U. organi- 
zation. This organization is similar to that of the modern Sunday 
school, having a General Director and other general officers and hav- 
ing a joint meeting each Sunday either at the opening or closing ex- 
ercises of the separate meetings. Each department, Junior, Inter- 
mediate, Senior and Adult remain a complete organization with their 
respective officers and committees, etc., and of course its standard of 
excellence. There is an abundance of splendid literature_on the “Gen- 
eral B. Y. P. U. Organization” consisting of “A Book on General B. 
Y. P. U. Organization” and tracts that may be had for the asking. 

The associational B. Y. P. U. still remains our best propagating 
agency. Through it we can reach every church in the association for 
B. Y. P. U. work. (Some facts about our own association). 

No longer can it be said that only city and town churches can 
have a B. Y. P. U., for we find some of our best Unions in the far re- 
moved country churches. In Mississippi our records show that 47 
per cent. of our B. Y. P. U’s are in the rural churches. (Counting 
towns of less than 1000 as rural). Every church could and should 
have at least one and most churches should have a fully graded de- 
oe including an Intermediate, Junior and Senior Unions. A 

. Y. P. U. can be organized in any church where there is ONE person 
who is willing to study the work and then willing to stick to the job. 

Our State Secretary, Mr. Wilds has set as our “Aim or Goal” fof 
the third year 1500 B. Y. P. U’s, and a‘thousand churches with a B. 
Y. P. U.. Last year we reached our goal, and we trust that the same 
will be true this year. We recommend that every church in this as- 
sociation undertake the organization of a B. Y. P. U. -If you think 
~~ need help, write to Mr. Auber J. Wilds, Oxford, Miss., and’ he will 

e glad to assis you in getting your organization started. Also any 
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of the B. Y. P. U’s in this association who have experienced workers 
in them will be glad to aid in any way to get a Union in your church

Our Baptist Orphanage located at Jackson, Miss., is meeting a 
great need in our state in caring for dependent and helpless children. 
For more than 25 years the Orphanage has been taking care of, ed- 
ucating and training dependent, neglec and helpless children, many 


of whom are the children of broken’ dd n mothers, and indigent, and 
afflicted fathers. 


Our Orphanage has done a splendid work for more than 1100 
of these helpless children making it possbile for them to escape much 
suffering that would necessarily have followed; developing the chil- 
dren under the wise management of the superintendent and helpers 
into good citizens, and in ependent bread winners and have saved 
many homes from ultimate ruin by taking the children of helpless 
and afflicted parents for such a time as was necessary for these par- 
ents to regain their health, and get on their feet and reestablish their 
homes a go on in the normal way. f 


We feel that our Orphanage work is worthy as a Christian in- 
stitution, and should elicit our interest, our prayers and our financial 
support. It is supported entirely by voluntary contribtions, and our 
employees there are dependent on the Baptists of Mississippi for 
money necessary for the up-keep of the ‘home, for the feeding, cloth- 
ing, and schooling on an average of 175 children each year. 


We would recommend that the people of our association continue 
their donations of money, clothing for boys and girls, eries of all 
kinds, pencils, tablets, soap, bed linen, hose, shoes, plenty of syrup 
and anything that can be used in the ordinary home, for children. 


We would also Suggest that our people watch out for the free 
cars and take advantage of them in sending in their. box donations, 
together with all kinds of farm produce, 


We learn from the manager that the general health of the chil- 
dren has been good, and that the children are taking commendable 
interest in their mental, and religious training. 


We recommend our Orphanage and management to our people, 
and ask that we pray that the guiding and protecting hand of our 
father be over the children, and the management.

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REPORT ON HOSPITAL WORK 

The report on hospitals was read by’ Rev. B. L..Herrington and 
discussed by B. L. Herrington, D. W. Moulder, J. W. Rooker and 
then adopted. : : 

The Mississippi Baptist Hospital is located at Jackson, Miss. In 
the fifteenth year of its work it has developed into an institution which 
is a credit to the Christian organization, of which is a glory to God, 
standing as a monument to our Lord’s work, extending relief to those 
who are in substantial need. 

The activities and accomplishments during the ten months end- 
ing July 31, 1925, shows that 2549 patients were admitted, 350 of 
this number, for which the charges were $9,160.70 were donated as 
charity, discounts amounting to $920.80, free service for which no 
: charges were made amounting to $10,340. 7 

They have received a contract from the government to care for 
their soldiers for the coming year, and for the past year they have 
been caring for the surgical need of the Choctaw Indians. 

The building of the new $50,000.00 nurses home is near com- 
pletion, $20,000.000 has been paid on this, over $3000,00 has. gone into 
equipment to keep up with the requirements. The wonderful Silent 
Call System. Also additions to the furniture needed throughout the 
building. 

They are badly in need of a new wing to the building to provide 
for a clinical labratory, the requirements have grown to the point 
where the hospital should own and operate its own labaratory. 

In order to carry out the plan they will. need something like 
$30,000.00 to complete payments on building and furnish the Nurses’. 
Home. As soon as the Nurse’s Home is completed, in which there will 
be a chapel with a seating capacity for 100. They have ‘made plans 
for a hospital pastor to live in the home and carry on the work of 
our Lord among the patients, visitors and employees. ; 

Let us give of our means to ~~ this great institution.

REPORT ON HOME MISSION 

The report on Home Mission was read by Brother M. P. Bush. 

The Home Mission Board presented its eightieth annual report 
to the Southern Baptist Convention last May in Memphis, Tenn. 
Eighty years of service by this board since its organization in 1845 
constitute a real romance in Home Missions. Through many vicissi- 
tudes and steady and unva ng purpose for the salvation of the lost 
and the upbuliding of the Kingdom of our Sou land,the Home Mis- 
sion Bee presents an unbroken history et fidelity and spiritual con- 
quest. . 

It has been for the Southern maptions the one great constructive, 
co-operative and unifying agency. It has been the foster-mother of 
our weaker enterprises, the founder and support of tho of our 
churches and the forerunner of most of all our state conventions and 
a stimulating factor in their organization and pocerees. - 
oats The board in its report presented a significent comparison as 
ollows: 

1845-1903—Money raised, $3,520,000.00; Missionaries, 10,586; Sta- 
tions, 39,973; Baptisms, 82,742; Churches Organized, 3,649. 
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We 


. 1903-1924—Money Raised $13,731,969.99; Missionaries, 27,468; 
Stations, 72,829; Baptisms, 642,492; Churches Organized, 4,524. 

For the last twenty-five years the advance in Home Missions has 
been at times remarkable and always continuous and healthy: : It 
reached its highest poirit in 1920, th efirst year of the 75-Million Cam- 
paign. Since that time, due to various causes but chiefly to the falling 
off in receipts, the board has made severe and drastic retrenchment 
in many phases of its work. In some instances such severe retrench- 
ment has brought the work to the verge of calamity. The board has 
had to stand still in the face of countless. calls. and unwanted oppor- 
tunities. Fields ripe for the harvest have cried out for sickle of the 
reaper and the board has not been able to thrust laborers sufficient 
into harvest fields to garner the grain. 

At the recent annual meeting in June, on account of the heavy 
and burdensome debt, the board had to still further retrench. En- 
largment on the contrary is called for in every direction: 

First: In an increase of forces; second, in better equipment. 

The board has need for at least fift capable young women and 
* oped men in the field at home and a half dozen young women for 

uba. : 

In equipment the needs are even greater. For school buildings 
in El Paso, Texas and Havana, Cuba; the enlargement and better 
equipment of our thirty mountain schools; at least fifty chapels in 
the homeland and Cuba and Panama. The greatest need of the board 
just now is a mighty increase in financial receipts to lift the heavy 
burden of debt'and prepare for the recovery of lost ground and to 
enter new fields that are white unto harvest. 

Notwithstanding the retrenchments made, the Koard presents a 
year of wonderful results: 

With 1,077 missionaries, they report 49,218 churches and stations 
occupied; 2,381 sermons and addresess; 30,027 additions by baptism; 
4,896 by letter; total additions 50,354; 210 churches constituted; 355 
church houses built or improved; 608 Sunday schools organized; dis- 
tributed 12,995 Bibles and. Testaments. : ' 

The Home Mission field was never so great and urgent as now. 
To save our land is a.condition of saving the lost in distant lands. 
Home missions furnish the great base of supplies for the work at 
home and afar. . 

Let’s remember the board and all its work in our prayers and 
come with greater liberality in our gifts. '

The program was mapped out for us by our God, and we were entrust- 
ed to carry it out. 

Our responsibility two-fold. First, to our Lord, and second, to 
those for whom he died. Southern Baptists fr years have given 
themselves to the task of carrying out the will of our Lord. In view 
of the fact of our democracy and church independence, some way 
must be found by which the churches may co-operate in this great 
work and at the same time preserve their independence. That way 
was discovered in the Bible. Hence the formation of committee 
charged with the specific work of world evangelization these commit- 
tees are known as boards. The Foreign Mission Board located at 
Richmond, Va., with Dr. J.-F. Love as secretary. Through this med- 
ium we have in a way touched the whole world. -But the need is so 
great, the call so imperative that in our effort to meet the opportuni- 
ties of the hour we have a debt on us that should be lifted at the 
earliest moment. Let us increase our gifts to this phase of the work, 
for the king is coming.

REPORT ON FUTURE PROGRAM . 

The report on Future Programs was read by Rev. J. C. Parker. 

That our’s is a critical situation as a denomination, all must ad- 
mit. But we are by no means ready to lay the work down, or slack 
up in our activities at this stage of the game. After careful survey, 
we find that the causes fostered by the Baptist dénomination as a 
minimum need for the calendar year of 1926 can make out on $10,- 
321,804.24. We tind by our past experience, that we have between 
seven and eight millions that we call still stabilized money. This 
comes from those who are trained and have established the habit of 
giving. Our task as a denomination is to increase the number of 
givers sufficient to secure between two and three millions of money 
from an uninlisted source. 

The fact that we have this as a foundation to work upon, which 
would bring us to near the goal of the denominational requirements 
for the ensuing year, it gives us encouragement to believe that this’ 
will be accomplished. In order to do 80, we must not take too much 
for granted, but we, your committee, would recommend that first, 
every pastor and delegate of this association go home and take an 
offering for missions and send it to Dr. R. B. Gunter, to be applied 
on the budget for 1925, and during the month of November, make an 
every member canvas for missions and denominational causes on bud- 
get basis. Where it is practical to do so, we recommend the single 
budget. plan, but in most cases, it may be found necessary to make 
two budgets, on for local expenseszand one for denomination work. 
If our pastors backed by those who are systematic givers at the pres- 
ent ‘will bring victory to the denomination this comi & year, we will 
thereby restore confidence and lay a foundation for the on going of the 
kingdom in a still larger way.

We 
have for this purpose four colleges in our state owned and controlled 
by our denomination. Mississippi College at Clinton, Clark College, 
at b cena Mississippi Woman’s College at Hattiesburg and Blue 
Mountain College at Blue Mountain. All of these colleges opened 


this year with the largest enrollment in their history. Their location, 


and faculty are second to none in the South. It is needless to say 
we love them and shall support them with our prayers and patronage 


and financial suppart.

3. To work out plans for building and equipping our churches 
so as to meet the n of the local church so that. it may keep pace 
with the other buildings of the .community. 

- To secure better cooperation among various churches of our 
association in advancing the Master’s work along the different lines. 

We recommend the careful study and working out of the above 
program by the churches and honest effort towar accomplishing the 
‘ends set forth. ; ‘ 

With reference to the Budget, we beg to report that the _sim- 
plicity and effectiveness of the budget plan of financing. the business 
of the Kingdom is not equalled by any other plan. o business of 
any magnitude attempts to operate without first planning its budget 
with the items of expenditure carefull worked out and with its re- 
sources of income carefully calculated, The Bible enjoins upon us 
that we should do all things decently and in order and certa nly, if 
we are going to do God’s business in order, we ought to prepare our 
plans and prepare our budget: to meet the plans and secure our 
pledges of support to carry those plans out in order. ss 

We make the following recommendations: 

1. That each church ide on the amount of money to be paid 
to the pastor, the amount necessary for repairs and up-keep of the 
building, the amount necessary for Sunday school, B. Y. P. U. and W. 

. U. expenses, the amount to be paid to our benevolent programs, 
including all the missinos, orphanages, old ministers relief and Chris- 
tian education. 

- That an every member canvas be made with the amount in 
mind which the church desires to spend during the year and the 
pledges be secured to cover those amounts. Let the amounts collect- 
ed be paid out on the proportions fixed in the budget. 

3. We recommend proportionate giving as set forth by Paul in 
Second Corinthians, with the tithe as a minimum.

These are encouraging facts and should inspire our people to rally 
to the support of thé executive forces of our government and our

With reference to prohibition we bring to your attention a few 
suggestive statements: : , 

1. Oum local officers are awake and earnest. in their efforts to 
clear our community of the bootlegger and his product and his -in- 
_— These men should be commended and encouraged in this 
work. \ 

2. Prohibition as a national movement is opposed by a well 
organized and highly financed commercial enterprise to defeat the 
Volstead Act. This effort has its appeal in the compromise measure 
for light wines and beers, Will we join the compromize? . 

The Anti-prohibition movement is supported and encouraged by 
two forces. First, the old saloon element for the love of money and 
drink. Second, by those who are in a position financially to a 

e law. 

With reference to law enforcement generally it may be noted 
that there is a general disregard for many of the common laws of out 
community and nation. Pérsonal liberty seems to prevail. In many 
instances the officers seem to be powerless, or indifferent. In many 
places there is no public conscience on the matter of the common law 
violations. 

Further, we observe, a growing disregard for the proper observ- 
ance of Sunday; a tendency to cheapen honesty and a lack of personal 
obligation for debts;,a wild expenditure of money for pleasures be- 
yond the means of our peopte; a growing lack of appreciation of the 
possibilities of life and virtue; the loss of control and parental ad- 
ministration in the home; a growing disregard for the marriage ob- 
ligation and the easy access to the divorce courts; and the tendency , 
to hazard our boys and girls especially to temptations which are 
sweeping them out of the range of moral safety, and leaving them 
without purpose and stamina in many cases to enter into the busi- 
ness of living and making a life worthwhile. These are problems 
worthy of the prayers and most serious consideration. of our people, 
and we submit them to you with emphasis upon the fact that it is our 
obligation as christians and as citizens to make a more certain pro- 
vision for the life and character of our people.

CONSTITUTION 


We, the Church of Jesus Christ, who have regularly baptised 
upon profession of faith, being convinced of the necessity and utility 
as a combination of churches of the same faith and order, do agree 
to unite and form ourselves into an association, Therefore, 

Article 1. The name of this Association shall be the Jones County 
Baptist Association. 

Article 2. The officers of this Association shall be Moderator, 
a Clerk and Treasurer. They shall be elected annually by ballot and 
hold their offices until thier successors are elected, but no person shall 
hold the office of Moderator for a succession of more than two years. 

Article 3. The object of this Association shall be the promotion 
of the Redeemer’s Kingdom by the concentration of Christian labor, 
inculcation of Bible truth, and the cultivation of friendly intercourse 

brotherly love among the churches. 

Article 4. Members of the Association shall be composed of Mes- 
sengers, who shall produce evidence of their appointment by the 
church which they pro ot represent, before being entitled to seats. 

Article 5. Each church belonging to the Association shall be en- 
titled to-two Messengers until its membership shall exceed fifty, and 
one additional Messenger for each additional fifty or fractional -part 
thereof; until the membership sha!l reach 200, then five Messengers 
and no more, provided, that ministers of such churches, but supply 
weer pulpits; may be appointed as additional Messengers to the regu- 
ar quota. . - .

less regularly sent up through the churches in writing, and such 
queries shall embrace only questions of doctrine. 
! Article 8. The Association shall meet annually as may be agreed 
upon and by unanimous conseht of the body pr&eed to the election of 
a Moderator, Clerk and Treasurer by acclamation, in case unanimous 
consent is lacking, then the Messengers shall be enrolled and the elec- 
tion shall proceed by ballot. 

Article 9. The duties of the various officers of the Association 
shall be similar fo those of all deliberative bodies, and Kerfoot’s Par- 
limentary Manual shall be the basis of decision of order. 

Article 10. Churches a Articles of Faith adopted by this 
body, may become members of this Association by a unanimo vote, 
and letters of dismission may be obtained without assigni n 
therefor, by a concurrence of a majority pees, while the %ssocia- 
tion reserves the right of withdrawing from such church as. shall 
deem disorderly or not orthodox. 

Article 11. This constitution may be altered or amended at any 
annual meeting of the Association by a two-thirds vote of the Mes- 
sengers present, with the exception of Article 6, which Shall not be
